The cited reference teaches the claimed invention including molded gypsum plaster 
comprising a gypsum plaster, a binder and clay additive- col 2, lines 6-12;; col 5, lines 
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57- col 6, line 1 ; col 1 , lines 53-61 . concerning claims 3 and 25, the reference teaches 
clay in col 6, line 2. concerning claims 29 and 30, the reference teaches polyvinylalcohol 
in claim 17.
